Morgan today secured the first mater- 
ial concession made to him by the 
senate in connection with the canal 
treaty. 
This consisted of an agree- 


ment to attach the Spooner canal act 
bodily to the 
treaty. 
This 
uhange 


•\vas made in compliance with a re- 
quest of Senator Lodge during the ex- 
ecutive session today for the necessity 
for It had been discussed by Mr. Mor- 
gan and other members of the senate 
commitee. 


Mr. Morgan contended that without 
this attachment the treaty %\as abso- 
lutely Invalid. Messrs. Teller and Hoar 
took the opposite view, urging- that as 
the act was in existence and of rec- 
ord In statutes of "United States phy- 
sical annexation was of 
no 
conse- 


quence whatever. Mr. Lodge, however, 
suggested that no injury could result 
from the attachment of the act and 
unanimous consent was given to do so. 
It was specifically stipulated, howev- 
er, that this concession dirl not amount 
to an amendment of tieaty. 


Cullom's Little Inquiry. 


Mr. Morgan 
consumed 
the- entire 


time of the remainder of the closed 
session, discussing the ennui question 
from various points of view and going 
over much ground he 
already 
had 


covered.

ance of option given by that com- 
pany to the United States to purchase 
the canal for $40,000,000 and the Ben- 
ate consented to request the secretary 
of state for the correspondence. The 
papers had not arrived at 3:30 and as 
Morgan stated he would be unable to 
proceed without them,

moved the senate adjouvn, and this 
motion prevailed. 


Can Discuss It Anyway.

The 
secretary puts a great amount of em- 
phasis upun his 4,000, but I thank God 
that we can put an especial emphasis 
upon our 4,000,000. 
Yet if the rule, 


"the greatest amount of good to the 
greatest number" holds good, what will 
be the logical sequel?

and their fathers ought to have a right 
to protect them. 


3. Under our present law farmers 


are disfranchised. 
They are not only 


denied the privilege 
of 
protecting 


their families, but they are subject 
to unjust taxation to pay tho expenses 
arising- from the saloon while the li- 
cense feu goes Into 
the 
municipal 


treasury. 
No "taxation without rep- 


resentation." 
As I said before, the 


expenses resulting from licensing the 
saloon represents a sum total larger 
than the receipts in 
license 
fees.
